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Paper Calls Advance Man Spy 


NEW YORK (UPI)-TA major United 
States newspaper said Wednesday the 
head of a 6-man party ^preparing the 
way here for CQmmimist China’s dele- 
gation to the United Nations is a lead- 
ing spy from Peking who was Idcked 
out of two counries. 

The Chicago Sun-Times said Kao 
Liang, said to be a former journalist, 
was expelled from India in 1960, Mauri- 
tius in 1964 and was a prime mover in 
the 1964 pro-Peking coup in Zanzibar. 

The newspaper said it was assumed 
: China would place spies in its dielega- 
tion “but Peking, moving into the inter- 
■ national diplomatic spotlight for die 
. first time, had not been expected to get 
into the game so soon, particularly with 
a man of Kao’s reputation.” 

IT WILL BE mainland China’s first 
formal delegation to the United Nations 
and will mark the first time the Chinese 
have officially taken part in U.N. pro- 
ceedings since China was charged as an 
aggressor at the beginning of the Kore- 
an War. 

Later in the day, Kao and two other 
members of the advance team made a 


second visit to the skyscraper U.N. 
headquarters to huddle with protocol of- 
ficers. 

The six ate a $19 breakfast in the ho- 
tel coffeeshop, then spent all morning in 
their room working. 

Three members of the group ate 
lunch at the men’s bar at the hotel and 
the other three stayed in the room. 

The main delegation, meanwhile, 
was in Paris where members gathered 
for two separate flights to New York 
Thursday afternoon.- The ' former 
Chinese ambssador to Canada, Huang 
Hua, joined the group in Paris. 

Thomas Kane, Roosevelt general 
manager, said the Chinese have re- 
served 35 rooms on the 14th floor of the 
50-year-oId hotel to use as a temporary 
headquarters. 

KANE SAID the rooms will cost 
$36,750 for one month. The Chinese 
have indicated they will use the hotel— 
which is only five blocks from the U.N. 
—for four to six weeks. 

The rooms to be used as offices will 
have the furniture removed and the 
Chinese will rent their own furniture. 
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
